Rumors of war In Turope have |

been coming across the Atlantic with
more than vsual frequency during the
past two wecks.| First eame the
troubles abetween Germany and Bel-
gium; and scarcely-had the alarn:
thus oceasioned, subsided, when the
visit of the Czar to Berlin scemed to
afford fresh ¢ cause for apprehension.
Muatters which under other eircus-
stnnees- could searcely have attracted
public interest nt all, are now tiwisted
by the fertile brains of newspaper
corrdspondents and the nervous ckcite:
nlont of public opinion, iiito the mest
cdrtain prognosties of wars and desola:
tions. There can be littledoubt, in-
ceed, that sooner or:later, war will
itake place betweon the twi great

will "bo ‘&i desperate contest, as to
-whether Trance ' or Germuny is to be
the -despot of the eontinent. = -Af tile
same time it ‘should be remembered,
that the other pgreat nations nre de-
termined, for the present, at least, to
prevent the outbretk, and stave oft' so
great a enlamity.  While this spirit is
in the ascendant it is the ut:1ost folly,
as well as inconsistent  with moral
rectitude, to dish up sensations out of
cevery word, or action of Bismarck,
and to interpret the vague threats of
talkative Freichmen, as the fiery
breath of revenge that only bloo. :an
quench.

Tie BusiNess or Tiie W onLn.—I¢
is poor consolation in adversity to
know that we are not alcne in our
misery, such as it is, however, our
iron manufaeturers may take it to
themselves. The depression of the
iron trade is general throughout the
world, The production of pig-iron in
Scotland was less in 1874 than in any
of the Inst twenty years. At one time
there were only thirty-two furnnces
blowing, out of 132 erected, and the
production, 400,000 tons less than in
1870. Russin, notwithstanding its
activity in railroad building; imported
only 5,221,000 pounds of rails, agninst
7,119,000 in 1873. In Prussin the
large steel works of Krupp has dis-
charged some thousand workmen, and
tha Borsig manufuctory of engines at
Berlin—the most extensive in Ger-
many—has had to pratect itself by
